STREET CIR STRIKE 


IN O K U M Gin 


Oklahoma City, Ok., March 5.—Ev­ 
ery street car 
on 
the 
Oklahoma 
Street Railway Company system here 
stopped running at IO o’clock Sunday 
morning. The trolley ropes were cut 
by the crews and the cars left stand­ 
ing with passengers aboard. About 
260 men struck, following the refus­ 
al of the Oklahoma Street Railway 
Company to recognize their 
union 
and grant them an increase in wages 
and better working hours. 
It was all very quiet, and thought 
thousands of strike sympathizers 
thronged the 
down 
town 
streets 
where the cars were 
deserted 
by 
their crews, there was no violence or 
other 
demonstrations. 
Imported 
strikefbreakers took charge 
of 
the 
cars and ran them to the car barns, 
where they remained all day. No at­ 
tem pt was made to run cars through­ 
out the remainder of the day. Cars 
on the Patterson line, which is an 
independent concern are running, the 
management having recognized the 
newly formed union and signed up 
the wage scale demanded. 
Charles L. Daugherty, state labor 
commissioner, was notified by 'Mayor 
Dan V. Lackey of the strike early in 
the day and immediately sent a let­ 
ter to Anton H. Classen, president 
of the street railway company, ask­ 


ing him to hold a conference for the 
purpose of arbitrating the contro­ 
versy. 


Says Company Won’t Arbitrate. 
Later in the day Mr. Classen an­ 
nounced that the company will not 
arbitrate, will not recognize the union 
and furtherm ore that it will start 
operating its cars 
at 
5:30 
o’clock 
Mel day morning. 
I m opposed to the 
car 
men’s 
union,’* Mr. Classen declared. “And 
I will throw every one of my lines 
into the ditch before I will recognize 
their organization. I have ordered all 
cars to the barns today, but I will 
run them tomorrow, and I will look 
to the city for protection.” 
Mayor Lackey at once sought Gov. 
Cruce. The mayor realizes the police 
force would be inadequate to cope 
with the situation should rioting oc­ 
cur, which every one seems to be­ 
lieve is likely in the event an at­ 
tempt is made to operate cars with 
strike-breakers. About 300 men are 
said to have been imported. 
Gov. 
C ruce declared he will not call out 
the militia unless it becomes abso­ 
lutely necessary.

Oklahoma City, Ok., March 5.—The 
consolidation of the Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory jurisdictions of Odd 
Fellows will take place at Oklahoma 
City in April. 


George A. Henshaw, grand m aster 
of the Indian Territory jurisdiction, 
received a letter from John B. Cock- 
rum, grand sire of Indianapolis, Ind., 
informing him that he had appoint­ 
ed J. iB. A. Robertson of Chandler, 
Ok., deputy grand sire to carry into 
effect tdae term s of agreement of con­ 
solidation. 
This will perhaps be the greatest 
meeting of Odd Fellows that was ever 
held in the new state. The Oak Cliff 
degree staff of Dallas, Tex., which 
exemplifies the degrees with a real­ 
istic dram atic performance, is com­ 
posed of about IOO members, with 
about 1,400 different pieces of scen­ 
ery and regalia. The exemplifying of 
the degree work will be exclusive to 
Odd Fellows, but during the second

Kill in the state will have the oppor­ 
tunity to secure 
a 
complete 
high 
school education without having to 
leave the invironment and influences 
of the home. 
A bill appropriating two million 
dollars for the purpose of assisting 
in the construction 
of 
rural 
high 
schools has been passed by th Hous^ 
of Representatives and 
will in all 
probability be enacted by the senate. 
Other legislation now pending will 
make it easy for the school districts 
to consolidate and the money given 
by the state will encourage tin* im­ 
mediate formation of these consoli­ 
dated or union rural schools. 
The money made available, if this 
bill becomes a law, will be used to 
assist the consolidated districts by 
paying on~-half of the cost of erect­ 
ing the school building, provided that 
the amount does not exceed 
$2,500. 
The district that participates in the 
benefit of this fund must embrace a 
territory of at least 25 square miles. 
By having large districts able prin­ 
cipals and competent teachers can be 
secured without much additional ex­ 
pense to the patrons, and the farm ers’ 
children will have the same advantage 
of garded school work and competent 
teachers now possessed only by those 
who can attend the city schools. 
This legislation is in line with the 
platform of State Superintendent Wil­ 
son in the late primary election cam­ 
paign. Mr. Wilson has studied this 
question thoroughly and has improved 
every opportunity to explain the ad­ 
vantages to the members of the legis­ 
lature and to urge state assistance 
for these schools and he is particular­ 
ly gratified with the progress that has 
been made and he hopes for a com 
plete realization of his plans. 
In an interview given out today by 
Superintendent Wilson in regard to 
this innovation he says: 
“One of the most im portant educa 
tional measures ever passed in this 
state is the bill appropriating $2,000,- 
000.00 as state aid for consolidated or 
union rural schools. I have discussed 
this measure with may of the most 
influential members of both houses 
and they are a unit in the opinion 
that this is one of the crowning ef­ 
forts of Oklahoma to place her rural 
schools 
upon 
a 
plane 
with 
the 
schools in the best cities. The tend­ 
ency has been to give too little a t­ 
tention to the country schools. The 
state schools of Oklahoma have been 
generously provided for by former 
legislatures. This step completes the 
system and makes a lead-way from 
the 
country 
school 
through 
the 
graded school to the higher state in­ 
stitutions. No better plan for bridg­ 
ing the chasm between the country 
schools and 
the 
state 
institutions 
could easily have been devised.

Mould Man Target Ship. 
Norfolk, Va., March 6.—A call for 
fifteen volunteesrs to remain aboard 
the battleship Texas while she is a 
target for the big guns of more mod­ 
ern battleships has been issued at 
the Norfolk navy yard. It is believed 
the squad of brave seamen, willing to 
risk their lives will be three times 
the number needed. 
According to the present plan the 
Texas will be anchored up Chesa­ 
peake Bay in order to reduce the 
risks the men will take and the col­ 
lier Leonidas will be stationed only 
a few yards away, but outside the 
range, to rescue the men immediately 
the Texas begins to sink. 
The fifteen volunteers will be sta­ 
tioned about the vessel to test the 
protective powers of the arm or plate 
and also to prevent sinking if pos­ 
sible.

Fruit Outlook Not Encouraging. 
Blackwell, Okla., March 6.—A state­ 
ment made today by the head of the 
C. I • nurseries, one of the large n u r­ 
series here, gives it that the fruit out 
look is not encouraging. The stat-- 
ment follows: 
The condition of the fruit buds in 
Ray county is not flattering, owing 
to the severe drought conditions un­ 
der which the trees were forced to 
m ature their burden of fruit in 19-10. 
i his exhausted condition formed a 
great abundance of fruit bud 3, but of 
very low' vitality, so that the early 
freeze in January had an easy task 
of destroying them. 
'Apple, peach and pear show' a low 
per cent of live buds, from IO to 2.".; 
per cent, each being the lowest. Cher­ 
ry and plum have fared better on 
account of earlier m aturing crops, 
and g reater drought-resisting power. 
C herry show’s the largest per cent 
of live buds, owing to a light crop 
of early m aturing fruit in 1010. No 
doubt th ere are a few m ore favored 
locations 
th at may make a better 
showing. 
Small fruits have also suffered se­ 
verely, especially the straw berry.

Better Measurement of Water. 
Chicago, dll., Ma rob 4.—The m eas­ 
urem ent of irrigation whaler will claim 
special attention at the 19th m eeting 
of the National Irrigation congress 
in Chicago, 'December 5 to 9 this year 
and upon the suggestion of state E n­ 
gineer Samuel H. Lea, of South Da­ 
kota, plans are being made for a 
special exhibit of m easuring devices. 
State Engineer Lea says, “The next 
step in irrigation work will be the 
m easurem ent of water. This is neces­ 
sary in order to check the present 
w asteful m ethods of che use of wa­ 
ter in irrigation. If suitable m eans 
are provided for the m easurem ent of 
irrigation w ater the result will be a 
large increase over present irrigated 
areas, using the sam e am ount of w a­ 
ter.
